T he Proceedings at Rome 
it carried to be kept in the (Convent 
of the Holy Apoſttes, and there com - 
mitted to the charge of the Reue- 
rend Fathers of thar place,  vntill 
ſuch time as the Cauſe of the ſaid 
Archbiſhop ( ſtill depending ) 
ſhould be determined by the Sacred 
( ongregation , that according to 
their Sentence, whatfoeuer rafttce 
did require might bee done vpon 
him. 

TheSenteuce being framed, and 
ready to bee put in execution, the 
ſaid Body was firſt recoo2mzed, ac- 
cording tothe Forme of Law; and 
was taken the twentiet]-of this pre- 
ſent Monetlr of December forth 
from the Connent where 1t was 
kept, and caried to the Church of 
Minerua, and'there laid vpon a I a- 
ble in an eminent place, together

recompted , and what he had there 
done 1n preaching , and in printing; 
and how that v _ better. aduice, 
and bethinking of himlelte, he pre- 
ferred a Supplication vato our Lord 
the Pope, thewing, that hee would 
willingly returne againe into the 
boſome of the Holy "Church, if hee 
might be ſecured of hus pardon; and 
allo that bawould abiure all and e- 
uery hereftegwhich he had hereto- 
fore maintained. He came to Rome, 
He did all accordingly, He obtai- 
ned grace, bn pardon of his Holt- 
neſle, arid fo "continued there for a 
longtime. . 

But becauſe his (onnerſion was 
notfincere, and from his heart, but 
feigned only ; He beganatlength in 
his famihar diſcourſes, to breake 
forth into moſt heinous hereſjes, 
and would needs maintaine, t x T5 
what 


againſt the eArchb. of Spalato, 
what hee had ſaid before was true. 
Thereupon hee was put into the 
Holy Inquiftion ; and in the Proceſſe 
which was framed againſt him, we 


finde that he held the Herejies here 


vnder written. 


1 Fg Hat the (ouncell of Trent 
Ti declared many things to 


be de fide, which were not. 

2 That all the Seas of Heretickes 
might be reduced untoone ( þurch,if the 
Church of Rome would remit ſome of ; 
thoſe things, which in proceſſe of time ſhe 
had determined to be de fide, inflancing 
in particular in the Article bf Tranſub- 
ſtantiation. 

- 3 That there might be made an vnion 
betweene the Church of Rome and ihe 
Proteſtant. Heretickes,they both apree- 
ing in articulis fundamentalibus. 

4. Thatit may ww queſtioned, of

ber roceearngs at Rome / 
fome Articles,and of many things defined 
in the ( ouncell of 1 rent to be de fide, 
whether they were ſufficiently diſcuſſed, 
and defined, yea or no. * 

5 That he who boldeth and beleeueth 
the Fundamentall Artitles,although he 
doth not bold the Reſt, # not ther fore ſe- 
parared from the Church, but n vnued 
toit in the Fatth. Becauſe that unly the 
Fundamentall and Eſſential Articles, 
are necellary to ſaluation.” T he reſt are 
matters of controuerlie. 

6 T bat what the Councell of I rent 


hath defined to be de fide in matter of 


Tuſlification,of Predeſiination,of Grace, 
and of the Sacraments, that: tbey con- 
ferregraceex opere operato,belongeth 
not to the Faith; 

7 That he was ready to maintaine_, 


even with the lofſe of bu life, that all 


men might abound in their owne ſenſe. 


(in other matters,) ſo that they did a- 
gree 
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againſt the Archb. of Spalato. 


gree in Eflenrialibus fidei. 


8 That the Primacie of the Pope 
of Rome # not de ture diuino, or at 
leaſt, it may be diſputed whether it be, or 
be not,vntull ſuch time as the queſt1on may 
be decided. = 

9 That the Anathematiſmes of the 
(ouncell of T rent, are no definitions of 
eArticles of Faith. 

to That the Hereticks were not con- 
demncd in the (ſouncell of Trent for any 
Hereſies that they taught , but only, be- 
cauſe they taxed the Church of Rome 
of Hereſie. 

1. Thattodeny Tranſubfantiaticn, 
Purgatory, and worſhipping of Tmages 
and Saints, ts not to deny matter# that 
belong to the ſubſtance of Faith. T hat 
therefore the Proteſtants baue the true 
Faith, and thetrue Church, 

i2 That the Church of Rome, and 
the ( burch of England are one and the

After theſe falſe and herecicall 
Propoſitions were read ; it was re- 
lated how they that 'were of the 
kindred of the ſaid Archbiſhop, 
C or whoſocuer elle would pretend 
to bee willing to vndertake the de- 
tence of his cauſe) were cited ; And 
ſome of them made their apparance 
at the time appointed them; but 
when they ſaw the Proceſſe, toge- 
ther with the Archbiſhops owne 
(onfeſons,they renounced him,and 
would doe nothing in his behalfe, 
VVhereupon the moſt Illuſtrious 
and moſt Reverend Lords procee- 
ded 'vnto a defimitiuve Sentence, 
Which was, to declare him vn- « 
worthy of the fauour of the Holy « 
Sea Apoſtolike , to depriue him of « 
all his honour, benefit, or dignitte ; «c 
to confiſcate his goods, and to giue < 
him over to the Secular Powers; as <<

« De ſafl they Þ. gaue him ouer, 


« That He and his Pillure, rogether 


« with the Bokes he had written, 
c« ſhould be burned. 

This Sentence being read, the 
faid Coffin there preſent, the Pilure, 
and the Bookes were deltuered ouer 
to my Lord the Gouernor of Rome, 
who deſired, that the (Corps nughte 

e reuiewed, and recognized anew; 
which was r win accordingly. And 
preſently the ſatd Gouernor gaue 
order, thatthe ( orps together w—_ 
the ather things ſhould hee carried 
into Campod! f to bee there bur- 
ned. | 

But becauſe they found no man 
that was willing of himſclfe to carry 
him to the ſaid place ; therefore the 
Sericants tooke vpcertaine Porters, 
whom they bound and conſtrained 
to goe along with them, and to take

agamſt the Archb. of Spalato. 
vpthe ſaid Corps, Pitture,and Bookes, 
which being caried into Campo di 
Fiori, were there inſtantly burned. 

And becaule the ſaid Archbaſhop, 
towards the end of his life, made 
ſhew as it he had beene penitent for 
the hereſies which hee had held de 
nouo,after his former abturation, and 
asking pardon for them, he had the 
tauour done him to be made parta- 
ker of the moſt holy Sacraments. 
But notwithſtanding becauſe hee 
had relapſed, He was therefore g1- 
uen ouer to the Secular Power. 
Which was all that occurred in 
this action,
